One of the most thrilling of 
all 


sports is pig-sticking. Arraod with a 
steel-pointed bamboo spear some sev- 
en or eight feet long, and mounted on 
a fast, well-trained horse, the pig- 
sticker waits outside a patch of cov- 
ert until the beaters' cries announce 
that a wild boar has gone away. He 
then gallops after the quarry, ac- 
companied by several other riders all 
intent on winning the honor which 
goes to the "first spear."

declined 1 per cent, in condition since 
a month ago, while rye.^mproved 2 
per cent, .the May crop report Fri- 
day l>y Joseph A., Becker of the Wis- 
consin . Co-operative crop

Because ol the late 
backward spring, the condition this 
year was said to bo hard to estimate. 
Winter crops, like all 
crops, 
are 


starting growth much later than 
usual. \ 
Due to the relatively open win- 


ter, the slcct storm in February, and 
tho' hf'iiv-y frosts in April, 
winter 


-killing was above average this year. 
It is estimated that 16 per cent ot 
the planted acreage will he abandon- 
ed 
compared to 1,0 per ,cjyit 
last 
vear and a 10-year average of 10.3 
per cent. 
Abandonment was parti- 


cularly large in southern and eastern 
counties.

The area remaining for harvest is 


estimated at, 57,000 acresr compared

The condi- 
tion on May 1 was 83 per cent, com- 
pared to 85 per cent on April 1, 86 
per cent for last year's crop on May 
JL,, and. a 10-year average of 86.9

The bulk of Wisconsin's, ryii crop

boards adopt a 'salary schedule which 
will encourage every capable teacher 
to remain in the teaching profession. 
and that they should reward increas- 
ed training and longer experience.

educational system, and to have re- 
sulted in an "appalling turnover of 
the teaching force especially in tie 
rural districts, where according to a 
recent report, in the country schools 
of 61 counties, the turnover "was 72 
per cent."
